YOUNG GRAIN EXPERTS 
Two Alberta boys, Gordon Flewelling 
and Graham Campbell of Consort, won the 


grain championship at the national judg- 
ing contest at Toronto. Those boys must 
know their grain. Partly of course be- 
cause they live in a district where excel- 


lent grain is produced. But obviously also 
because they are making it their serious 
business in life to study grain. 

While these two have won national 
distinction as grain judges, thousands of 
other Alberta boys are following the same 
road and qualifying themselves to rank as 
experts in this branch of knowledge. 
Young men who know grain are likely to 
produce grain of high quality later in life. 

Nothing promises better for the suc- 
cess of agriculture in Alberta than the 


fact that the farm boys are taking the 
trouble to learn to recognize quality in 
grain—and in livestock. Nothing that 


governments or exhibition associations 
can do will more help to bring about better 
farming than the encouragement of judg- 
ing competitions among farm boys—and 
girls. 
AN ALBERTA COMPETITION AT 
TORONTO 

Alberta exhibitors captured five out 
of the first six prizes offered for samples 
of spring wheat at the Royal Wanter Fair 
at Toronto. This province thus takes rank 
as the premier spring wheat province in 
the Dominion, only fourth, seventh, eighth 
and ninth honors going to any of the 
others. ’ 

An unfavorable season in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan must doubtless be ad- 
mitted to be in some degree responsible for 
the failure of those provinces to make a 
better showing. But the season was not in 
all respects favorable in Alberta, and the 
Sweep made by Alberta exhibitors shows 
that in off seasons as in good ones, this 
province holds its place as the most con- 
sistent producer of high-class wheat. 

Among the Alberta winners are a num- 
ber of new names, while some former 
world champions had to give place to new- 
comers. The impulse to grow the best 
wheat possible is spreading among the 
farmers of this province. The competi- 
tion at Toronto was not so much a contest 
between Alberta growers and those in 
other provinces as a contest between Al- 
berta growers themselves for the high 
awards, 


FIGHTING THROUGH 


The depression has played havoc with 
the finances of Alberta municipal districts, 
as it has with the finances of cities and 
towns. Farmers, like others, have been 
unable to pay taxes, while the unusual 
conditions have thrown responsibilities 
upon the rural districts as upon the urban 
centres, 

But the speech of the retiring president 
of the Association of Municipal Districts, 
Mr. John Gair, corrects any notion that 
the councils of these areas are in despair, 
or even down-hearted. It is a fine and 
well deserved tribute to the “unquench- 
able courage” of the Alberta farmer, who 
for the last few years has been literally 
warning for nothing and supporting him- 
self 

Directed by that spirit, and backed by 
that kind of farmer, there is nothing to 
worry about as to the solvency and the 
future of the municipal districts, Two or 
three years of good crops, sold at better 
prices, will wipe out the tax arrears and 
put their finances again in order 


Meantime the public at large owe 
something to Mr. Gair for his heartening 


presentation of the attitude of the man on 
the land, as they owe much to the farmer 


h'mself for the example he has set in fac- 
ing his difficulties and making the best of 
th nes. The farmer has not lost courage. 


Until he does lose it there is no occasion 
for people to do so.
